"About a dozen years ago, as nearly 


IB I remember, this young man went 
on a visit to a relative in a neighbor- 
Ing city, and one afternoon, on the 
third or fourth day of his stay, he 
startled a lady member of the house- 
hold by remarking that he 'had a feel- 
Ing1 that some misfortune had over- 
taken a wealthy planter whom they 
both knew very well, and whom I will 
call Colonel Jones.

"That suggested it diabolical scheme 


of assassination, which the doctor pro- 
ceeded to put Into execution. Repair- 
Ing to his office, he made up a duplicate 
tablet of strychnine, and, encountering 
the colonel next day, asked him to let 
him have the vial for a iroment, so he 
could copy the address of the makers 
from the label. 
"Jones handed It over unsuspecting- 


ly, and while his attention was briefly 
diverted elsewhere Smith put in the 
prepared tablet He placed it under 
the top four, thus making it reason- 
ably certain that his victim would take 
it on the fifth day from that date. 
Next morning he left town, so as to 
be -far away when the tragedy was 
consummated, and some mysterious, 
uncontrollable impulse evidently led 
him to make the prediction that first 
excited my suspicion. 


"When I made certain of all this, I 


located Smith in Oklahoma and was 
on the point of applying for an extradi- 
tion warrant when he anticipated me 
by contracting pneumonia and dying. 
I thereupon returned the case to its 
mental pigeonhole, where it has re- 
mained, ever since."

REPORT OF 
THECONGRESS 


Secretary 
Maxson 
Outlines 


tbe Work of the 


Body. 


This ii the ninth annual teaiion of 


tbe National Irrigation congress. For 
the first eight years of ita life the Na- 
tional Irrigation congress met an- 
nually in the west. Tbe attendenoa at 
ita nessions was largely composed of 
representative men of the west, and 
every phase of the great problem of tb« 
reclamation and settlement of arid 
America was discussed and considered 
in its deliberations. 


At the eighth annaal session in Mie- 


aoule, Montana, it was deciided to hold 
the nest session of the congress in 
Chicago. Tbe reason for this waa that 
tbe west had praetioally become united 
in favor of the adoption of a broad na- 
tional policy for the preservation of 
tbe forests and the storage of the flood 
waters and the reclamation of the arid 
public domain. 


After this determination had been 


made, and the location for the next 
congress had been fixed in Chicago, the 
subject was brought before the people 
of tbe east through their commercial 
organizations. The merchants of Los 
Angeles began tbe work by correspond- 
ence with several thousand of the east- 
ern merchants and manufacturers who 
find a market for their goods in the city 
of Los Angeles, a city which is snch 
a magnificent object lesson of the mar- 
velous transformation tbat v.atsr will 
work in the west. 


The merchants of St. Paul and Oma- 


ha next took np the work of organiza- 
tion through correspondence 
with 


their business connections throughout 
the east and a large number of tbe 
leading merchants and manufacturers 
of the great city of Chicago have ex- 
tended to the movement their strong 
influence and support and have like- 
wise taken up the matter by corre- 
spondence with other eastern mer- 
chants and maiiufaotuters and as a 
result of this work the membership of 
tbe National Irrigation Association 
now comprises nearly a thousand of 
the leading mercantile firms and man- 
ufacturing concerna of tbe United 
States and has a membership extending 
from California to Maine and from 
Minnesota to Texas. 


Agricultural, commercial, hoitiool- 


tnral and labor organizations from one 
end of tbe country n the olber hare 
strongly endorsed tbe national irrriga- 
tion movement by resolutions and 
given to it their earnest aid and co-op- 
eration. Among the leading organiza- 
tion! who have thns endorsed the 
movement and are actively aiding it 
are the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, Board of Trade and Merchants' 
and Manufacturers' Association; the 
St. Louis Manufacturers' Association, 
the St. Paul Chamber of Commerce, 
the Omaha Commercial Club, tbe Mis- 
souri Valley Hardware Jobbers' Asso- 
ciatloo, Trans-Mississipgi Commercial 
Congress, Fresno Board of Trade, Sac- 
ramento Chamber of Commerce, Santa 
Barbara Chamber of Commerce, Mann- 
faetarera' Association of the Northweet, 
Yakima Commercial Club, Commercial 
Club of Stnrgis,S. D.; Commercial 
Exchange of Billings, Commercial Club 
of St. Joseph, Mo.; Board of Trade of 
Pasadena, Chicago Federation of Labor, 
the National Building Trades Council 
of America, Illinois State Federation 
of Laber, Denver Chamber of Com- 
merce, and many other organizations. 


.The president of the congress in hie 


address last evening go clearly and 
ably outlined the gradual evolution 
through which the movement for the 
reclamation and settlement of the arid 
region has passed that I need say no 
more on tbat subject. It baa finally 
erystalized into a movement which is 
essentially national in its broadest 
sense and the organizations that are 
aow enlisting in the national irrigation 
movement are not promoting it from 
aoy local or seotioaal point of view, 
but from a conviction tbat the plant- 
ing of American civilization and the 
building of homes for one hundred 
million new citizens under the Ameri- 
can flag in places which are now waste 
and desolate, la a national purpose 
which demands support from every 
citizen and statesman, every merchant 
acd manufacturer, erery farmer and 
factory operative and 
every other 


class of tbe people and section of the 
country, because the far-reaching and 
widespreal benefits from the reclama- 
tion of this vast area of virgin territory 
would create a national prosperity in 
which all would share. To the press 
of tbe country, and all the whole coun- 
try, is largely due the credit for the re- 
markable progress which the national 
irrigation movement has made because 
without regard to party or section the 
almost unanimous and nailed support 
of tbe preis has been given to the 
movement. 


Tbe great political parties of the 


country in their platforms in tbe last 
campaign both endorsed it and hence 
tbe movement is in no sense partisan 
or political. It rises to tbe highest 
aud the purest patriotism and the mot- 
to of the movement—"Save the Forest! 
and Store the Floods"—is oae in whiob 
every citizen, no matter what political 
party be may belong, may enlist and 
fight as a soldier in tbe cause of tbe 
conquest and subjugation of the des- 
erts of arid American.
